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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1 and 3-5, 7-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by JP 2001-067049 (049). 

Per claims 1 and 10, 049 teaches a liquid crystal display device comprising first and 
second display parts [200 and 300] a flexible substrate [FPC, shown in figures 3-4] integrally 
connected first and second display parts, a common driving circuit for driving said liquid crystal 
display parts [100]; first source wirings for connecting to the first liquid crystal display part 
from the common driver circuit [first group of vertical electrodes shown in figure 3 are signal 
lines also known as source electrode]; and second source wirings for connecting to the second 
liquid crystal display part from the common driver circuit [shown in figure 3 as the vertical 
electrodes connected to FPC between the display 200 and 300]. 

Per claim 3, 049 teaches the portable telephone device according to claim 1, wherein said 
plurality of liquid crystal display parts are integrally connected to a flexible substrate, whereby 
a single liquid crystal display part of said plurality of liquid crystal display parts is selected and 
driven by a single driver circuit [since display's 200 and 300 have different and distinct 
electrodes for driving; the cells are capable of displaying separate images]. 

Per claim 4, 475 teaches the portable telephone device according to claim 1 , wherein said 
plurality of liquid crystal display parts are integrally connected to a flexible substrate, whereby 
two or more liquid crystal display parts of said plurality of liquid crystal display parts are driven 
by a common driver circuit at the same time [some of the driving electrode are common to both 
displays, and thus are driven by a common driver circuit at the same time]. 

Per claim 5, see backlight A common to both cell 200 and 300.

Per claim 7, 049 teaches a holder for installing a plurality of liquid crystal display parts is 
provided [410] the first liquid crystal display part and the other liquid crystal display part are 
installed on the front and back sides of the holder respectively, and the liquid crystal display 
device has liquid crystal display parts on its front and back sides [see figures 7-8]. 

Per claims 8-9, 049 teaches said plurality of liquid crystal display parts are installed on a 
bent flexible substrate by means of the holder, a back light is inserted and installed between at 
least one of said plurality of liquid crystal display parts and the holder [see figures 7-8 and 4]. 

Per claims 11-12, 049 teaches a fold-up type of portable telephone device including an 
open/close type, a slide type or a slide rotating type, using any of liquid crystal display devices 
as described in claim 6, wherein the top and bottom of an image on a first liquid crystal display 
part or a second liquid crystal display part are converted depending on a relative position of a 
second casing to a first casing [regarding the converted limitation, this is merely an intended use 
limitation since it is a method of driving and the 286 reference is capable of being driven in this 
manner]. Creating the same image for both displays is also a method of using the display. 
Accordingly, 049 anticipates this limitation. 

Per claims 14-21, see explanation of method of using limitations above. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
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invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 049 in view of 
US 20010023194 Al [194]. 

Per claim 2, 475 teaches the portable telephone device according to claim 1, but lacks 
said plurality of liquid crystal display parts being configured of any two or more different liquid 
crystal display parts of an all-transmissive liquid crystal display part, a semi-transmissive liquid 
crystal display part or an all-reflective liquid crystal display part and are integrally connected to 
a flexible substrate, whereby said plurality of liquid crystal display parts are driven by a single 
driver circuit. 

However, 194 teaches, at paragraph 0010, using a transmissive and either a transflective 
or reflective cell to provide a handy, full performance mobile telephone having a large liquid 
crystal display, which is mounted on and protected by the cover of the telephone, and which 
continuously shows valuable standby information without intruding on the effective display 
area. Accordingly, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill at the time of invention 
to combine the cells of 1 94 with the phone of 049.
